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have been used to enforce support and none has been obtained,
or such mother must be divorced from her husband and must
show that she has used all provisions of law to compel her former
husband to support her and has not been able to do so. Such
deserted or divorced woman need not show that she has used all
provisions of law to enforce support, if the court shall be of the
opinion that such procedure on her part would be of no avail ; the
mother or grandparents or person having the care and custody of
such children must be a fit and proper person to have the custody
and care of the dependent children and the period of aid must
be likely to continue longer than one year. The ownership by
a mother of a homestead shall not prevent the granting of aid
under the provisions of this section if the rental thereof would
not exceed the rental which a family of the same size as the fam-
ily of such parent, receiving aid, would be obliged to pay for
living quarters.

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
